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Who would have thought — a second year of teaching and learning ina 
pandemic environment. It has been a monumental year of constant change, and 
whilst this has stressed our school environment, we continually aimed to ensure 
the very best for our students. 


The year started with some hope that we may return to normality, however new 
Covid variants had their say and we were faced with remote learning periods 
and health protocols which impacted on our ability to deliver ‘normal’ school. 


In October we were the first school in Bermuda to use lateral flow testing to do our best to keep 
positive cases out of school and reduce the impact on day-to-day learning in school. This progressively 
evolved along with Government Health Department protocols to allow for more and more of a ‘normal’ 
experience. As | write this in Term 3, we are close to, but not yet fully, back to normal. My hope is that 
in September we can start the new year with a vigour and focus on delivering an experience without 
the stresses of testing and health protocols. 

Co-curriculars and the wellbeing of our students were impacted on the most by the pandemic. ca 
We worked very hard to keep some of our co-curriculars going, and in term 3 was able to accelerate 
these opportunities outside of the classroom. Wellbeing took center stage with us focusing our 
pastoral care conversation on socialization, reducing anxiety, and supporting mental health. We 

sat external examinations for the first time since the summer of 2019 and enjoyed the first overseas 
trips in a long while. 


Our solar project delivered excellent results, reducing our electricity bill by $50,000 a year and our 
Marine Science Facility, impacted on by the pandemic, came to life with many students in both the 
Primary and Secondary Schools benefitting from time there. 
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Our Year 13s enjoyed a normal valedictory walk, alumni luncheon, graduation ceremony, and prom, 
and we wish them the very best as they take the next step in their lives. 


We look forward to our expanded Reception Year which will house 48 students next year and our 
innovative STEM Collaboratory in the Science Block which aims to ignite interest and passions beyond 
the curriculum. 


We say goodbye to Ms. Anne Coakley who retires after 41 years of exceptional service in a variety of 
roles. None more recognized than as a Food & Nutrition Teacher and Head of Secondary. Working 
alongside Anne has been a pleasure and a privilege, and we will miss her. 


For those leaving WA, good luck next year, and we hope that you leave with wonderful memories of 
your time with us.

In Term 1, we were able to start the year with after school clubs and activities — in class bubbles

Our Lower Primary Winter Concert was filmed and 
shared with parents, and once again, we ran a mixture of physical and virtual PTCs. 


Term 2 saw some relaxation of protocols, and children could start mixing with others in their 
year group and we managed to run all our PTCs in person. It was wonderful to meet parents face 
to face, and | know many appreciated being able to see inside the school. We still battled with 
managing positive cases, but for the most part, we succeeded in keeping the majority of students 
in school, and as the year progressed, group quarantining became a thing of the past. 


We were able to start physical Lower Primary and Upper Primary assemblies again, and our Easter 
Competition went ahead in the PPMH; all be it with reduced categories and without visitors. The 
children (including Reception) visited the PPMH and took a look at all the entries and received 
their prizes. This was the term’s highlight, as it felt like we were heading in the right direction. 


Term 3 was our busiest term regarding getting back to a much more normal environment. We 
were able to start welcoming parent volunteers back into classrooms and had open events to 
which parents were invited. The highlights probably being our sports events for Reception, Lower 
Primary and Upper Primary. There were still restrictions of course, and we were very much aware 
that Covid had not disappeared - but with a sensible approach we managed to finish the term 
successfully with more parental involvement than we had been able to the past few years. We 
enjoyed in-person presentations to new parents joining us in September. We also had our first 
full Y6 Celebration assembly for three years. It was lovely that this group got to end their time in 
Primary together with their parents present, especially as many of these students were part of the 
first group of students that started their journey with us in Reception in 2016. We ended the year 
with a fantastic Book Week, Y6 island fun visit and end of year parties. 


As we head towards what looks like it could be the ‘light at the end of the tunnel’ and a more 


‘normal’ school year in September, | wish you all a peaceful and happy summer. To those leaving us 
‘bon-voyage’ and to those remaining- we will see you in September.

We had a very short but successful start to the year despite the protocols 
we had to have in place. Unfortunately, we didn’t even last a month before 
a spike in numbers in the community, resulted in a return to the dreaded 
remote learning. At the time, it was very much, here we go again! Will we 
ever get back to some semblance of normality? 

Fortunately, the partial answer to that question lay in lateral flow testing and we were (again) one of 
the first schools to adopt this approach. Although onerous, it did allow us to pick up any Covid cases 
before they came into school, thereby keeping students in face to face learning. There were still the 
Covid protocols to contend with. Endless mask wearing, sanitizing, distancing just seemed to continue, 
on and on and on. By the end of this year, our students would have logged over 50 000 antigen test 
results! 


There was a realization world-wide that our Covid prevention protocols were actually more damaging 
to students than the actual virus itself. So, we entered the second half of the year in a different place 
to the beginning. An adjustment in school phases allowed for the relaxation of mask-wearing and 
more importantly a gradual return to a more normal life outside of the classroom. We have Duke of 
Edinburgh expeditions, sports days for middle and senior schools and the start of sports and other 
clubs. Covid didn’t disappear and we didn’t eliminate cases but we have learnt to live with the virus. 


We were particularly pleased to welcome back the external exams for our Y11 and Y13 students. 
There is no doubt that these exams are the fairest way to assess and compare students worldwide. 
We eagerly await the exam results in July and August. Our first authentic results in 3 years! 


One of the best parts of my job is the teaching. Whether it is my enthusiastic and fun-loving Y7’s, my 
Y10’s who are grappling with the start of IGCSE or my Y11’s with their focus on their exams, these 
interactions are what makes the job worthwhile. 


Students; you can be proud of your efforts and resilience this year. You can be confident that you will 
be able to contend with anything life throws at you in the future. A massive congratulations to the 
graduating class of 2022 (and particularly to a certain Charlie Thorpe)! You overcame many obstacles 
and are now ready to take on the world. 


| would like to thank the teachers for all their hard work this year. This has again been a difficult and 
stressful year for them and we acknowledge the countless times they have gone above and beyond to 


provide a first-class education. They have certainly earned their summer vacation! 


So what will next year look like? We are forever hopeful that it will be even more like normal and 


this is what we are planning for. We have had some students who have never had the full Warwick 
Academy school life experience and we hope they will have this opportunity next year.
